Fonseca’s Gunboats Beaten Off by the

ONE OF THE SHIPS RIDDLED BY BALLS 
FROM GATLING GUNS. 


The Dictator’s Fleet Sails to a Pass- 
age Up Patos Bay to e eee 
other Attempt to Be Made When Rein- 
forcements Arrive—The Junta’s Troops | 
Ready to Repel an Attack. 


MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, Nov. 20.—The first 
real movement to suppress the revolt against 
the Brazilian Dictator in Rio Grande do Sul 
bas begun. A portion of fonseca’s fleet has 
arrived off the mouth of the Bay of Patos, 
where are situated the cities of Rio 
Grande, Pelotas and Sao Jose del Norte. 
An attempt was made yesterday to force a 
passage of the mouth of the bay, which is 
defended by shore batteries, manned by 
artillerists of the Rio Grande do Sul army. 
One gunboat moved up and attacked the 
batteries which replied with all their guns. 
The water is extremely shallow at the 
mouth of the bay,and evidently fearing his 
vessel would go aground, the Commodore of 
the gunboat withdrew after firing a few 
rounds. 

RIDDLED BY GATLING GUNS. 

The attacking vessel was found to have suf- 
fered severely from the fire of the batter- 
les, and a torpedo boat which pushed pluck - 
ily to the front and tried to get over the bar 
is reported to have been ‘‘riddled by gatling 
guns. 

Reinforcements for the flot lla will arrive 
to-day, and it is thought the attempt to cross 
the bar at the mouth of the bay will be made 
acain. The object evidently is to silence the 
guns of the forts if possible, but at all events 
to push troop-laden transports up Patos Bay 
to Porto Alegre, which lies at its head, and 
attempt to take that city. Porto Alegre is 


the headquarters of the Junta, and there 
Gen. Ossario, commander-in-chief of the 
States forces, has a large body of troops.

BEGGING FOR PEACE. 


FONSECA’S PREMIER OPENS COMMUKICATIONS 
WITH THE JUNTA. 


LONDON, Nov. 2.—Stirring news comes 
from Brazil, via Buenos Ayres and Valpa- 
raiso to-day. Baron Lucerna, the President 
of Marshal DaFonseca’s Council of Ministers, 
has telegraphed to the Junta, in the name of 
DaFonseca, begging for peace and offering to 
restore orto establish any form of local self 
government that the people of Rio Grande Do 
Sul desirs. The Junta is also 
asked to state the causes of their grievances 
and to name the conditions upon which they 
will disband their forces. To tnis appeal, 
according to the Times dispatch, the Junta 
properly replied that it would only dis- 
arm its forces when Marshal Da 
Fonseca has reisgned the p resi- 
dency and the dictatorship and when 
the constitution of the United States of Bra- 
zil is again res ted throughout the length 
and ath of Brazil. All differences of

Panis, Nov. 2.—The Brazilians here who 
advocate imperial restoration have, it is 
said, advised Dom Pedro to go on board a 
foreign man-of-war and sail for Brazil, with 
the chance of being favorably received by

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FRANCE AND RUSSIA. 


Significance of De Giers’ Visit to the 
French Capital. 


ALLEGED TERMS OF AN OFFENSIVE AND 
DEFENSIVE ALLIANCE. 


Russophobia More Rabid Than Ever—The 
“Gaulois” Sees a Hope for a Restora- 
tion of Ancient French Boundaries— 
No More Foreign Cardinale to Be 
Named—General Foreign News. 


PaRIs, Nov. 20.—Notwithstanding the semi- 
oficial denial which came from Weisbaden 
yesterday of the report that the object of M. 
De Giers, the Russian Foreign Minister, in 
visiting Paris was to conclude a treaty of 


alliance between his Government and 
that of France, the  Gauleis, which 
is the organ of the Count of 


Paris, publishes an article this morning 
which shows that it is that paper’s belief that 
that alone is the reason for the Russian Min- 
ister’s visit. The Gaulois appeals to ali 
Frenchmen to silence their discords during 
M. De Gelars’ stay in Paris. It says: 
We are all agreed as to the advantage 
to be derived trom an alliance 
with Russia. Some day, perhaps, such an 
alliance will restore to us the integrity of our 
territory and power.’’ 

The result of the visit of M. de Giers is 
awaited with the greatest interest. It is said 
that he bears with him the draft of an 
alliance approved by the Czar, and that it 
will be defensive, as concerns the integrity 
of France and Russia, and offensive under 
certain circumstances. It is also said 
that M. de Giers is the bearer of 
special information- from the Czar as to 
the next step to be taken by Russia in the di- 
rection of the Balkans, and that the Czar de- 
sires to be assured of the support of the 
French fleet in certain contingencies. All 
kinds of rumors are afloat, some with an ap- 
parent basis of authority. The Russian 
craze, which seemed to have reached its 
height some weeks ago, has been renewed 
and is more extravagant than ever. 

The denial referred to above comes in the 
form of a dispatch from Berlin to a London 
newspaper, which says that Chancellor Von 
Caprivi has accepted an invitation from 
Count Schouvalof, the Russian ambassador, 
tomeet M. de Giers, the Russian Foreign 
Minister, at a dinner to be given 
at the Russian embassy in Berlin. 
The dispatch further announces that it is 
semi-officially stated that the report that M. 
de Giers went to Paris for the purpose of con 
cluding atreaty of alliance between Russia 
and France is baseless. His only object in 
visiting Nonga, where he Humbert 
en et wes cite the hope 
of exchanging views that would tend tocon- 
solidate the peace of Europe, and that it is 
also the only object he has in visiting Paris 
and Berlin. 


VON WISSMANN’S RESIGNATION.

THE GERMAN COMMISSIONER HAS HAD ENO COR 
OF EAST AFRICA. 


Camo. Egypt, Nov. 2%.—Baron Von Wiss- 
mann, Commissioner of German East Africa, 
whois lying ill here of pneumonia, the re- 
sult of the severe trials encountered 
in his expedition to Kilima-Njaro, 
is reported to-day to be tmproving. 
Maj. Wisemann states that on his recovery 
he will return to Germany and insist on his 
resignation as Commissioners of German East 
Africa being accepted, and that no induce- 
ments will ever get him to return to East Af- 
rica again. During this expedition Baron 
von Wissmann had several severe fights with 
the natives, the German official newspapers 
always claiming easy victories for the force 
under his command, one report published 
in the Tageblatt March 6 last stating 
that after punishing the Kibosh tribe he 
captured 6,000 head of cattle and a large 
amount of ammunition and ivory. It is now 
believed in Anglo- European circles here that 
Baron Von Wissmann’s expedition was any- 
thing but the success pictured by the Berlin 


newspapers. 


HIS HOLINESS HESITATES. 


NO FOREIGN CAERDINALS WILL BE APPOINTED— 
BRIEF MENTIO“. 


Rome, Nov. 2.—The statement is made on 
good ecclesiastical authority that no foreign 
Cardinals will be appointed at the consistory 
on Dec. 4. The Pope is said to be desirous of 
Keeping the college thoroughly Italian, and 
only Italians well trusted by His Holiness will 
be named as Princes of the Church. Most of the 
present Cardinals are creations of Pope Leo, 
and if he lives a few years longer the whole 
college will probably be his creation.

Last 
week a party of Goodland (Kan.) men went 
quietly down into the Panhadle of Texas and 
experimented, They produced a flood of 
rain and came back satisfied. The company 
has a capitai of $100,000, and will operate next 
year under the title of the Goodland Rain 
Producing Association, Melbourne is to have 
charge of the company’s Operation. | 

Melbourne’s method Is still a secret. It ap- 
pears that he has imparted it to the directors 
of his rainmaking corporation, but like 
Keely’s bichloride of gold cure for drunken- 
ness, the world is shut out. There are still 
many doubts, bat Melbourne’s success at 
Goodland and at Cheyenne, when he deluged 
the people until they begged him to quit tor- 
turing the clouds, has brought bim many ad- 
herents, 

The details of the experiments of the Good- 
land men in Texas are not given to the pub- 
lic, but the delegation profess entire satis- 
faction with the results, and are now ready 
to go into the business of moistening the 
earth at so much pefacre in accordance with 
the proposition made by Melbourne at the 
close of his first experiments at Goodland.

DYRENFORTH’S DEFENSE. 


THE GENERAL REPLIES TO THE CRITICISMS OF 
SCIENTIFIC CRITICS. 

NEW Tonk. Noy. 20.—Gen. Dyrenforth, wh 
has been called here by the Womo news- 
paper to bring rain and fill the almost dry 
reservoirs of the city, has had his attention 
called to criticisms.of George E. Curtis on his 
rainmaking experiments in Texas. 

Mr. Curtis is a Smithsonian Institution sci- 
entist and was sent to Texas to watch the 
tests made by the Government rainmakers, 


He has recently printed his conclusions 
drawn from his observations there, and they 
are not in line with Gen. Dyrenforth’s re- 
port. He claimed that no rain was produced 
and that the whole thing was utterly devoid 
of practical or commMertcial value. 

Gen. Dyrenforth says he is not a theorist 
and does not pretend to scientific knowledge, 
but maintains that rain did follow their ef- 
forts to shake water out of the clouds by 
explosions.. He : The scientists may 
bother themselves with theirtheories and 
draw their own lusions, but the fact re- 
mains that rain within twelve hours fol- 
lowed every attempt we made in Texas with 
our appliances.

Active Preliminary Skirmishing in 
Progress in New York. 


ANALYSIS OF THE SUPPORT OF THE 
LEADING CANDIDATES. 


Claims of Messrs. Mills and Crisp About 
Evenly Balanced—Bynum, Springer, 
Hatch and McMillan Each Have a 
Strong Following—Lively Contest for 
the National Conventions—Political. 


NEW Tonk, Nov. 20.—The active contest in 
the speakership for the next house of Repre- 
sentatives was transferred in earnest yester- 
day from Washington tothiscity, says the 
New York Wor.p. Mr. Crisp was already 
here, having been at the Hoffman House since 
Tuesday. Mr. Springer arrived on a morning 
train and wasabout town during the day. 
Mr. Mills came later. His objective point 
was Brooklyn andhe went directly to the 
house of Thomas G, Shearman, where he met 
Congressman William J, Coombs and Thomas 
J. Magner. Invitations were extended to 
the four Kings County members and to Con- 
gressman James W. Covert of the first 
district to meet Mr. Millis. Mayor and Con- 
gressman-Elect Alfred C. Chapin was 
unable to attend. Congressman John 
L. Clancey had a pressing cngagement 
and Congressman Covert sent 
word that he would be unable to attend. An 
informal reception was held at the Shearman 
residence, at which Mayor-elect David A. 
Boody and other citizens called to pay their 
compliments to Congressman Mills. The lat- 
ter, with Congressmen Coombs and Manger, 
withdrew and had a long conference. Mr. 
Coombs is an ardent Mills man. He assured 


earnest support. He said he was willing to 
go into conference with the New York State 
delegation to Congress, but would refuse to 
enter a caucus unless it meant to endorse 
Mills, In plain words, he was for Mills first, 
last and all the time. ‘ 

Congressman Manger is understood to have 
a high regard for Congressman McMillan, 
while Congressman Clancey positively de- 
clines to express a preference. Congressman 
Covert of the First District is a McMillan 
man. Itis generally understood, however, 
that the four Kings County men will come 
together within a few days and de- 
cide upon what candidate they will 
support. They will in all probability 
vote as a unit. Mr. Mills’ friends claim 
the following votes: Texas, 10; Minnesota, 2; 
Wisconsin, 8; Ohio, 6; California, 2; West 
Virginia, 3; Virginia, 2; Mississippi, 1; New 
Jersey, 5; New England, 9, Arkansas, 5; Ne- 
braska, 1; Michigan, 5; Kentucky, 9; Mon- 
tana, 1; Maryland, $y Alabawiat; , Pennsyt- 
vania, 9; New York, 10.

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BEARS MANY NAMES 


Notable Blackmail Trial in Progress in 
London. 


A SHREWD CROOK, BELIEVED TO BE AW 


His Plan Was to Write Threatening Let 
ters, Demanding Money, to Ladies of 
Wealth and Social Position—An In- 
fernal Machine Found in His Lodgings 
—A Sample Letter. 


Lowpox, Nov. B.- There was commenced 
at the Old Bailey to-day one of the most ro- 
markadie trials in the history of British juris- 
prudence, Itisthetrial, on the charge of 
blackmail, of a mysterious individual known 
asthe French Colonel, as Le Marand,’’ 
as Briscony Grant, as Capt. Anderson“ 
ana as Charles Grant. This distinguished 
gentieman’s real name is not known. He 
says he is a Dane, but the police believe him 
to be a well-known American criminal who 
has worked“ both the United States and 
Europe for years past and who has made 
large sums of money by his operations as a 
night of industry. 

There are a number of charges piled up 
against he French Colonel, but the one 
which he is placed on trial for to-day is that 
of threatening to murder the Baroness Bol- 
sover, who resides in one of the most aristo- 
cratic quarters of London, No. 18 Grosvenor 
place, and with also threatening to murder 
Lady Jessel, the widow of the late Master 
of the Rolls. For the Treasury Mr. Sims 
prosecuted and Mr. Scarlett defended the 
prisoner. In the opening remarks of the 
counsel for the prosecution it was stated that 
the prisoner, in addition to having 
threatened to murder Baroness Balsover 
and Lady Jessel, had also threatened a sim- 
Har fate to a number of-_other ladies of title. 
It was also declared that in June last the 
French Colonel’’ completed a sentence of 
two years hard labor for blackmailing a doc- 
tor and that he then went to live at Ken- 
Angton road, from which. place, it is 
claimed, he sent out a number 
of letters addressed to ladies of 
wealth and position demanding money and 
making the most horrible threats as to what 
he would do unless his demands were com- 
piied with. Counsel, continuing, said that 
the daughter of the French COolonel’s’’ 
landiady had deposed at the preliminary ex 
aminations at Westminster Police Court 


to seeing the drafts of some 
of these threatening communications, 
This young lady, it was explained, 


had found these drafts in a room which the 
prisoners had occupied, an apartment which 
it was her duty to place in order and other- 
wise attend to. It was also said that in con- 
versation with a detective the prisoner had 
referred to this evidence and had askeda 
police officer what punishment he thought 
he (the French Colonel) was likely to receive 
for his operations. Counsel also said that a 
case in which the prisoner had threatened an 
old lady,, Mrs. Baldock, residing at No. % 
Grosvenor place and belonging toa weaithy 
and highly respected family, was 
concluded, in its preliminary details, against 
the prisoner buta shorttimeago. Upon that 
occasion it was explained that the police 
produced a quantity of gunpowder and an 
infernal machine, consisting of an arrange- 
ment of powerful springs in a closed box, 
which had been found in previous lodgings 
which the French Colonel’’ had occupied at 
Maiden. Other advance similar testimony 
having been furnished by counsel for the 
prosecution, Lady Jessel was called to the 
witness-stand and deposed that during the 
afternoon of July 17 last she received the fol- 
lowing letter:

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‘Charles Durgin Tells How He Planned 
. to Do Murder. 


HIS TWO SISTERS WILL RECOVER FROM 
HIS DEADLY ASSAULT. 


Adelaide, the Younger of the Two, Nar- 
rates Her Terrible Experience With 
Her Mad Brother~How a Man With 
the Homicidal Mania Is Oppressed-—A 
Most Remarkable Story. 


The insane and unreasoning attack of 
Charles Durgin upon his two sisters has not 
resulted as seriously as was at first feared. 
The two girls have a good chance to recover, 
but the boy never can. He is either insane 
or such a victim to his morbid attacks that 
he never will be able to trust himself or be 
trusted by others again. His short career 
has been marked by purposeless acts, erim - 
inal or nearly so, which show that while the 
criminal instinct is recurrent it is not accom- 
companied by any cunning. The unfortu- 
nate boy is now ina cell at the Four Courts 
hold-over waiting to be transferred to the 
jail. 

His sister Gertrude is still confined to her 
room, andthe younger sister, Adelaide, is 
still suffering considerably, though she ts 
able to move about the house. 

BEARS NO RESENTMENT. 

The young sister was seen this morning 
andtold her story of the attack and the 
events which led up to it. She told her story 
in a matter-of-fact manner, devoid of all 
resentment or hard feeling toward her 
brother. She said: 

About a week ago my brother came back 
from Kansas City, where he had been sent on 
account of trouble a short time before. He 
was sent toan uncle of ours there, and we 
thought he would stay. He tried to 
commit suicide there, as you know, and 
then he was sent back here. It was 
aweek ago Wednesday that he came back, 
and as we did not want father to know he 
was here we hid him thinking his uncle 
would come down in a tew days. You see we 
could not turn him out because he was our 
own brother, so we kept him in our 
room for nearly a week before anybody knew 
he was there. It was On Wednesday night 
that thetrouble happened. I had been to the 
matinee in the afternoon and to church in 
the evening, and we were all at home in my 
room afterwards. We had a very lively time 


and everybody seemed to be in good spirits. 
We made a pallet for my brother on the floor 


in front of the fire. Then my sister 
and I went to bed. I did not know 
anything after that until I woke up 


and found my brother standing next to the 
bed hitting us with the ker. I don’t re- 


member feeling the first blow, but the first 1 


do remember I was sitting up in bed and was 
hit on the hand when I put it up to proteet 
my head. My sister was sitting on the foot 
ofthe bed and my brother was hitting at 
her. Then Iremember seeing him go out of 
the door just as he was in his shirt, trousers 
and stockings. I must have been stunned or 
have fainted for the next I kKnew 
one of the lady boarders was knocking at 
the door. We were all covered with blood, 
and I was afraid that he was hiding in the hall 
and would hurt us again, sol toid her to call 
my father and tell him something had hap- 
pened down-stairs. We had no warning of 
what was going to happen, and were half 
stunned and half asleep all the time so that 
wecan give but little account of what oc- 
curred.’’ . 

Were you ever afraid of your brother?“ 
was asked. 

No, we never were afraid of him and 
never had any trouble with him.“ 

Did he ever talk to you about his troubles 
and how he felt?“ 

No, he never talked to us about those 
things. -Often when he would be brooding 
and melancholy we would ask him what was 
the matter and he would say nothing.’’ 

Did he talk much at those times?“ 

No, he was silent and moody and kept to 
himself all the time.’’ 

Has he given many signs of such a dispo- 
sition?’’

The ow daughter said her sister was 
doing fairly well and would certainly recover 
from her injuries.

A NOTED SMUGGLER. | 


George Wetsell, the Keenest Man in the 
Business, Dies in Michigan. 


SANDBEACH. Mich., Nov. 20.—George Wet- 
sell, who has borne a reputation among 
United States Treasury agents as the keenest 
smuggler in the business, has just died at the 
home of his parents here. He had many 
aliases, but his principal one was George 
Thompson, a name given him by Harris, the 
noted opium smuggler. He was about 
81 years of age at the time of his death and 


had been in the smuggling business about 
fifteen years. His first efforts in this 
line were confined to sailing across Lake 
Huron from Sandbeath to Goodrich, Bay- 
field, Kincard and various small places along 
the Canadian shore. When the authorities 
finally located him he was forced to leave 
Sandbeach and was next heard from at 
Detroit. He remained there a year or more, 
plying the same business as here. He then 
disappeared and next turned up under the 
name of Thompson asa member of Harris’ 
organized gang of opium smugglers, then 
operating on the Pacific Coast. Later he re- 
turned to Detroit in charge of a squad of 
Harris’ men and almost immediately after 
his arrival there were large quantities of 
opium shipped east and west from that 
point. Notwithstanding a most thorough 
investigation on the part of the authorities 
they could not ascertain from what source 
the opium was received in Detroit. 

About a year ago the Treasury agents 
gradually closed in upon him, but he was too 
valuable a mantoshut up in prison provid- 
ing he could be indnced to talk. He was, 
however, arrested and threatened with pun- 
ishment, and then tothe surprise of every- 
one who had known him he began giving 
tipsto the Treasury agents which enabled 
them to capture a numberof noted smug- 
glers. He remained in and about Detroit and 
‘Windsorinthe employ of the United States 
Government and on Saturday last came to 
Sandbeach to visit his relatives. His death 
is announced as having been caused by ty- 
phold fever, but as he was in perfect health 
when he reached here Saturday there are 
some of his relatives who assert he was the 
victim of poison administered by some of 
his former associates.

Conflicting Testimony as to the Origin and 
Contagiousness of Lumpy Jaw. 

Peoria, III., Nov. 20.—Yesterday a large 
a mount of evidence was given by Peoria 
butchers in the lumpy jaw cattle cases. 

One very impartial witness was Dr. Charles 
Hewitt of the State Board of Health of Min- 
nesota. Dr. Hewitt stated fairly and squarely 
that the alleged contagiousness of acti- 
nomychosis, or lumpy jaw, is still an open 
question and matter of doubt among the 


highest authorities of the fession. He 
would quarantine pron and badly af- 
fected cattle only. 

Dr. A. A. Baker of Chicago is a State Board 
assistant and scientific veterinarian. He 
considers the disease infectious. He holds to 
a vegetable origin of the disease, epitomized 
in spores and developing into mature vegeta- 
ble fungi. He had made microscopic exami- 
nations of Ä et ae, cattle, and

PUBLICLY HANGED. 


W. H. Frizzel Executed at Abilene, Tex, 


To-Day. 


RETRIBUTIVE JUSTICE METED OUT TOA 
WIFE MURDERER. 


History of the Crime and- Pros ecution— 
Further Particulars of the Weymouth 
(England) Crime—Wife and Son Mur- 
dered—A Defaulting Banker—Eloped 
With His Wife’s Niece. 


ABILENE, Tex., Nov. .- Wm H. Frizzell 
was hanged in the jail yard here at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon. 

Frizzel's crime was the murder of his wife, 
which was committed in Comanche County, 
Tex., in January, 1891, where he was tried 
and convicted of murder in the first degree. 
A motion for a new trial and a change of 
venue to this county was asked ana granted, 
it being alleged that he could not secure a 
fair and impartial trial in the county in 
which the crime was committed, owing to 
prejudice. The murderer was given a trial 
at the September term of the Taylor District 
Court and his former sentence was confirmec. 
A petition for commutation of the sen- 
tence to life imprisonment was for- 
warded to Gov. Hogg last week, in which he 
replied: ‘‘Law and sentence must be 
carried out. For several months Frizgzel 
has seemed utterly indifferent to his 
fate. He seemed to think that he had dis- 
tinguished himselt. He exressed no regret 
for his crime, and jested with his guards as 
though his was no unusual fate, His strange 
request that the Abiline Cornet Band be per- 
mitted to play at the hanging clearly illus- 
trates how he regarded the execution and the 
future.

THE WEYMOUTH MONSTER. 


WISE, THE BOY MURDERER, GLORIES IN HIS 
ATROCIOUS CRIME. 

Loxrpor, Nov. 20.—Wise, the boy murderer, 
was present to-day atthe Coroner’s inquest 
upon the body of his victim,Salter, and acted 
in a manner that confirmed the belief of those 
who have watched the case that he is a moral 


monstrosity. He chuckled and rubbed his 
hands with pleasure as the witnesses told the 
circumstances of the murder; how he had 
ae young Salter over the cliff; how he 

d laughed at his victim’s sufferings. and 
how he had afterwards threatened to kill his 
other companion, the boy Groom. 

Boatswain rag of the training-ship 
Roscawen, on which Wise was a cadet, testi- 
fled that Wise had told him the details of the 
murder in asmiling and unconcerned fashion 
and had added the information that he had 
made similar a to kill boys before, 
and had ‘tried to settie one’ during his last 
vacation. Stuckey had asked bim ff he did 
not fear future punishment for his crime, and 
Wise had replied that he did not care any- 
thing about that. 

Lieut. Mills testified that Wise, after relat- 
ing the factsof the Salter murder, had con- 
fessed that he had strangied a boy in the 
Catholic school at Guildford last July, and 
buried his body in the woods back of the 
school. Wise was wonderfully caim while 
telling of his crimes, but when witness vis- 
ited him again three hours afterwards a com- 
plete change had come over the boy’s ap- 
pearance, and he looked like a fe us 
maniac, with glittering eyes and sinister ex- 
pression of countenance. 

After hearing further evidence, the Coro- 
ner committed Wise for trial on a charge of 
willful murder at the Dorset assizes, now in 
session. 

It is learned that Wise is a native of En- 
giand, though he says that his rents are 
Americans and that his father died in an 
American insane asylum. He was Dorn at 
Ealing, near London, and is only 16 years of 


age.

His brother, Inspector Conlin, left 
for New York with the sameimpression. Mr. 
Florence was very weak during the 
"day, from exhaystion, and in the after- 
noon was somewhat flighty. He 
made no utterances whatever, and the first 
intimation that the watchers had of his 
death was that he ceased tobreathe, Dr. 
Donnellan, when certain thatthe breath of 
life had passed from his patient, looked at 
his watch and saw that the hour was just 
8:30 o’clock. Mrs. Williams and Mrs. 
Wimard were very much prostrated by the 
death oftheir brother. As all of Mr. Flor- 
ence’s male relatives had gone to their homes 
in New York and Brooklyn, Proprietor 
Kingsley of the Continental Hotel took 
temporary charge of affairs. Tele- 
grams were sent in all directions notifying 
relatives and friends that the end had come. 
An undertaker was sunimoned, and by mid- 
night the work of embalming the body had 
been done. Mrs. Florence will leave England 
for New York on Saturday. Untilshe van be 
heard from no definite funeral arrangements 
can be made. The general belief is that the 
dead actor will be interred in Brooklyn. In- 
terment will probably not take place until 
Mrs. Florence’s arrival on Friday or Satur- 
day of next week. 

Mr. Florence’s fatal illness began last Sat- 
urday night. He had been complaining dur- 
ing the week, but had performed regularly. 
On Saturday evening, after having played 
his part of Ezekiel Homespun in The Heir 
at Law’’ with the Jefferson-Florence com- 
bination at the Arch Street Theater, he gave 
a supper at the Continenfal Hote? in honor of 
Mr. and Mrs. Kendall. Soon after the close 
of the festivities he was taken ii and Dr. Pan- 
coast, who was called in, announced that he 
was suffering from a severe attack of pneu- 
monia, both lungs being affected. Dr. Da 
Costa, the eminent physician, assisted Dr, 
Pancoast, and, in addition, Dr. Pa Don- 
nellan, an old friendof Mr. Flo e, was 
called in. The latter was with the sick man 
almost constantly. The bulletin issued by 
the physicians yesterday said that Mr. 
Florence was better. At 1 o’clock another 
bulletin that he was slightly improved. The 
last bulletin they gave out reads: 

Mr. Florence passed away peacefully at 
8:30 o’clock this evening. 

The fact of his death became generally 
known about the time the theaters closed, 
and the lobby of the hotel was soon filled 
with theater people, who stood around in 
groups discussing the sad event. 

A message of sympathy sent to Mr. Flor- 
ence by the Clover Club, which held its 
monthly dinner to-night, reached the hotel 
after ne had passed away. It read: 

The Clover Club sends to you its greeting 
of tender and fraternal spmpathy, express 
ing the affectionate and sanguine hope that 
your recovery and convalescence may be so 
speedy that your illness, which is to us 
to-day a present and deep grief, will quickly 
be to you a vanishing memory.’ 

Numerous telegrams from the many friends 
of Mr. Florence were received this morniug 
at the Continental Hotel, where the 
eminent actor died, expressive of the 
sympathy and regret of the senders at 
the death ‘of their frind. Mr. Florence’s 
brother, Inspector Cenlin of New York, 
reached here about 10:30 o’clock this morning 
and will make the arrangements for the 


funeral. As yet the grief of the family 
is too poignant to allow them 
to discuss where the interment 


will take place. General Passenger Agent J. 
R. Wood of the Pennsylvania railroad, this 
morning extended the courtesy of a special 
train for the tgansportation of the body from 
this city to the place where it shall be decided 
the interment is to take place. 

The proprietors of the Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
New York, telegraphed thatas Mr. Florence 
had always lived there, his family should 
consider it as his home, and if they desired, 
the funeral could take place from 
there. After sending a brief dis- 
patch in some measure to prepare for 
the shock the following cable message was 
sent to Mrs. Florence in London by Mrs. 
Wyard, sister of Mr. Florence, and Mrs. Bar- 
ney Williams, sister of Mrs. Florence: 

DEAREST SISTER. With unutterable and profound 
rief we send you the terrible tidings that our be- 
oved one suddenly became worse and 
at 8:30 Thursday evenin passed away 
ey peacefully and painlesely. His last 
thoug la, and his constant words were in tenderness 
tor you. Telegraph, dearest, whatever suggestions 
you wish to guide us. Everything has been done; all 
willbe as we feel you wish it to be. 

The body will be sent to New York ina 
special combination car late this afternoon.

Gorgeous Pageantry and Scenes of 
Splendor in Austria’s Capital. 


CEREMONIES ATTENDING THE UNION OF 
TWO ROYAL HOUSES, 


Prince Frederick Augustus of Saxony and 
Archduchess Marie Louise of Tuscany 
to Be Married—Pre-N uptial Entertain- 
ments a Dazzling Blaze of Grandeur— 
Tedious Difficulties to Be Overcome. 


Lonpon, Nov. 20.—The Vienna correspon4a- 
entof the Times telegraphs that a most im- 
posing ceremony took place yesterday at the 
Hofburg Palace, in the presence of the Em- 
peror Joseph, the imperial family, the Car- 
dinal, Archbishop, all the ministers and par- 
Namentary officials and a large number of 
the diplomatic corps. The occasion for this 
ceremony Was the formal renunciation by 
the Archduchess Marie Louise of Tuscany and 
Prince Frederick Augustus of Saxony to their 
rights of succession prior to their marriage, 
which, shouldthe health of the Archduchess 
Margaret permit, will take place on Satur- 
day, Nov. 21, Last night a magnificent state 
banquet was held, rivaling in brilliancy any- 
thing that has been seen in Vienna for many 
years past. The banquet was given in honor 
of the young couple, by the Emperor and Em- 
press and was attended by allthe Ministers, 
the entire diplomatic corps, by several thou- 
sand members of the nobility and by hun- 
dreds. of princes and princesses from 
various parts of Austria and Germany. 
The Emperor Francis Joseph presided at the 
head of the imperialand royal table in the 
grand banquet hall of the palace, and pro- 
posed the health of the Kingand Qteen of 
Da xony, who were seated near him. After

1890, Some of the averages of 1890 are, there- | 


fore, those of the Players’ League, and some 
in 1891 are taken from the record of the 
players who were with the American Associ- 
ation this year. 

It will be seen that big Dan Brouthers 
easily leads. Anson and O’Rourke are the 
only two players who have played in every 
season since 1876, and Anson is the only one 
who has served inthe League without inter- 
mission duringthat time. O’Rourke played 
with the New York Players’ League Club 
during 1890. Anson has played in more games, 
been more times to bat and made more hits 
than any Other player. 

It will be seen that the big hitters have re- 
mained at the top, season after season, with 
but few exceptions. Denny has fallen off 
greatly in his hitting in past seasons, his 
average during the three seasons past being 
but .252. Sam Wise shows up well during his 
long career as a Dall tosser.

.266. Ward has advanced greatly in the 
three seasons past, his base hit average dur- 
ing that time having been 322.
